tation of eight thousand bales to Liverpool, 
aud vessels are also being laden at other 
Northern ports.* But of coui.se tlia great 
outilow will be from the neaport.-i of the 
South, into which the staple has been 
flowing from the interior iu large volume 
since the removal of restrictions upon its 
purchase, sale and export.

ders have been dispatched to Charleston, 
Savannah aud elsewhere on the Atlantic 
coast, and to Mobile, New Orleans and 
Galveston, on the (Julf coast, where cargoes 
are awaiting them. 
The amounts at these 


port? are now large, and are accumulating 
with unexpected rapidity. 


Now that ihu cotton trade has been re- 


sumed, though at first on a limited scale, 
between the ports of the South and those 
of the North aud -jf Europe, it wil! doubtless 
quickly swell

importance.— 


Already it has begun to affect favorably 
our commerce and finances aad exchanges, i 
and its influence on all the public interests 
will enlarge with ever}1 day and every week.
